Department of Agriculture Considering Issuing Order 


to Milling Concerns Which Would Give 18,000,000 


More Barrels of Cereal a Y ear to this Country—Corn- 


meal Suggested as Substitut e for Potatoes. 


. THE TIMES, April 26.—The 

Department of Agriculture 

may compel flour mills to restrict 

their output to whole-wheat prod- 

ucts during the period of the war 

as a food conservation and utiliza- 
tion measure. 

Already Secretary Houston has 
brought this economy measure to 
the attention of Congress, pointing 
out that, by milling flour 80 that 
the whole-wheat grain is used, 
18,000,000 barrels of flour would be 
added to the country’s supply. The 
Department of Agriculture has fur- 
ther made direct presentations to the 
milliig interests. 

Thus far the response to the de- 
partment’s suggestion has not met 
with favor among milling interests. 
The only concern to accept the pro- 
posal was the American Flour and 
Cereal Milis of Minneapolis, which 
has agreed to turn out 600 barrels 
per day. Other millers claim that 
the whole-wheat product is inferior 
as a food, and support this claim by 
alleged statements made by Herbert 
C. Hoover, the recently-designated 
food commissioner of the Council 
of National Defense. 

MILLING RESTRICTIONS. 

It is further known that milling 
restrictions were the subject matter 
of recent conversations between Sec- 
retary Houston and Alan Anderson, 
member of the visiting British com- 
mission and chairman of the Allied 
Wheat Executive Committee, which 
purchases and imports all wheat for 
Great Britain, France and Italy, and

Plans for contro the milling 
situation are now under considera- 
tion by the Council of National De- 
fense. It is probable that the coun- 
cil will make a patriotic appeal to 
millers within the next few weeks. 
However, if the flour interests per- 
sist in opposing the government pro- 
gramme more drastic steps will be 
taken. The Department of Agricul- 
ture has already asked Congress for 
authority to license all food-manu- 
facturing plants. If this authority 
is granted by law the department 
can compel millers to. follow the 
whole-wheat programme. 

Meantime the department is send- 
ing broadcast through the country 
to bakers and housekeepers instruc- 
tions for whole-wheat and mixed- 
flour breadmaking. One of the most 
effective economies that can be prac- 
ticed by the housewife, according to 
the officials, is the use of mixed 
wheat, wheat flour and corn meal. 

CORN MEAL SUBSTITUTE. 

Corn meal as a substitute for 
potatoes is also being urged by gov- 
ernment food experts. The shortage 
of 77,000,000 ‘besten of potatoes 
over the five-year average, they state, 


makes economy in their use impere-’ 


tive. A pound of corn meal pro- 
vides about five times as much body 
fuel and five times as much tissue- 
building protein as does a pound of 
raw potatoes, and at current prices 
costs from one-third to one-sixth as 
much. Rice, another comparatively 
inexpensive cereal, is also recom- 
mended by experts as a potato sub- 
stitute. The Department of Agricul- 
ture will supply housekeepers on re- 


quest with corn meal and rice cook- 
ing recipes,

BILL FORMING. 


New Measure will Probably 
be Ready Monday.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—A ten- 
tative bill for raising war revenues 
during the coming year probably 
will be reported to the Ways and 
Means Committee not later than 
Monday by the subcommittee draft- 
ing the measure. The list of sug- 
gestions submitted by Secretary Mc- 
Adoo for the information of Con- 
gress is expected to be closely, 
followed, though it is thought to be 
unlikely that it will contain pro- 
visions for retroactive income and 
excess profit taxes, consumption 
taxes or tariff changes. 

Present indications are that the 
bill will carry items totalling only 
about $1,500,000,000. The Secre- 
tary’s suggestions would have 
brought in $1,800,000,000, which, it 
was thought, would meet half the 
expenses of the first year of ‘the 
war. 

Three or four weeks may be spent 
in deliberation on the bill in full 
committee. While no final vote has 
been taken on any proposal now be- 
fore the subcommittee, its members 
are virtually agreed on all features 
except income and excess profit 
taxes. The subcommittee did not 
meet today in order to give its ex- 
perts an opportunity to prepare sta- 
tistics on excess profits for presenta- 
tion tomorrow. 


RHEIMS CATHEDRAL

NO CENSORSHIP STIFLING: 


SAYS WILSON. 


Referring to Bill Before C ongress, President Writes 
that He will not Expect or Permit Any Part of Pro- 
posed Law to Apply to Himself or to Any of His Official 
Acts—Publishers Condemn Measure. 


ASHINGTON, April 26.— 
President Wilson in a letter 
to Arthur Brisbane of New 

York declared today that he is op- 
posed to any system of censorship 
that would deny to the people of the 
United States “their undisputable 
right to criticise their own public 
officials.” He wrote that, whatever 
action Congress may decide on, he 
will mot expect or permit any law 
to shield him against criticism. 


Replying to a letter from Mr. 
Brisbane on the esplonage bill, 
pending in Congress, the President 


| wrote: 


“I approve of this legislation, but 
I need not assure you and those in- 
terested in it that, whatever action 
the Congress may decide on, so far 
as Iam personally concerned, I shall 
not expect or permit any part of this 
law to apply to me or any of my 
official acts or in any way to be used 
as a shield against criticism. 

“I can imagine no greater dis- 
service to the country than to es- 
tablish a system of censorship that 
would deny to the people of a free 
republic like our own their indis- 
putable right to criticise their own 
public officials. 

“While exercising the great pow- 
ers of the office I hold, I would re- 
gret in a crisis like the one through 
which we are now passing to lose 
the benefit of patriotic and intelli- 
gent criticiem. 

“In these trying times one can 
feel certain only of his motives, 
which he must try to purge of self- 
ishness of every kind and await with 
patience for the judgment of a calm- 
er day to vindicate the wisdom of 
the course he has tried conscien- 
tiously to follow.” 
PUBLISHERS CONDEMN BILL. 


The press censorship clause of the 
espionage bill is condemned by the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association on the ground that it 
imperils free institutions and strikes 
at the fundamental fights of the 
people. A resolution unanimously 
adopted at the association’s annual 
convention yesterday requests Con- 
gress to eliminate this clause. 

“A voluntary censorship, euggest- 
ed by the government, is being care- 
fully observed by the pers of the 
United States,” says the resolution, 
“and no loyal newspaper will know- 
ingly print that which would give 
aid to the enemy.” 

Solution of the American newspa- 
pers’ problem of the high cost of 
paper lies in the establishment of 
paper mills on the Pacific Coast, F. 
W. Kellogg of the San Francisco 
Call said today, addressing the pub- 
lishers’ association.

FUEL SUBMARINES.

As a result the 
Germans prefer to stay out for two 
or three weeks and then return to 
port, whence they are sent out again 


almost before the crews have 
time to reach shore. 


Nobody knows exactly how many 
submarines the Germans are bulld- 
ing, but we know they are working 
at feverish speed, and have heard 
reports that they are turning out 
from two to three a week. The time 
of construction «eis about eight 
months, with a similar length of 
time for torpedoes, and great uncer- 
tainty exists as to how long Ger- 
‘many can continue to supply both 
vessels and torpedoes. We only wish

TRAINING OF CREWS. 


“The crew of a submarine as a 


rule requires from six weeks to two 


months’ training, but the officers 
and other experts require at least 
three months. There have been 
many reports that the Germans have 
been forced to weaken the person- 
nel of the high-sea eave to maintain 
their supply of seamen, but of this 
we are uncertain. t is absolutely 
true, however, that A. of the cap- 
tured crews are nearly crazy and 
wholly sick of their job.

down. 
NIGHT ATTACKS. 

“Night attacks by submarines are 
not especially to be feared, as it is 
nearly as easy for a vessel to see 

a submarine as it is for a submarine 
— see a vessel. Usually they run 
on the surface at night, charging 
their batteries and leave behind 
them a plain phosphorescent wake, 
as does a torpedo fired at night. 


Sometimes, of course, they catch the 


loom of a ship on the skyline to 
great advantage. It is at night only 
that they have an opportu to rig 
up their small wireless devices to re- 
ceive word from home. 

“Submarine chasers are very val- 
uable, as they are fast and especially 
unpopular with the undersea boats. 
A 3-pound gun is effective if it 


strikes the vessel's shell, but where 


the submarine is submerged, a 4- 
inch gun is desirable to break down 
the armored conning tower. Sub- 
marines, we know, are carrying 4- 
inch guns themselves and some are 
reported to be carrying 6 and 6-inch 
guns. Their cruising capacity is al- 
so being largely increased. 

“It is extremely difficult to know 
if you have actually sunk a sub- 


marine as sometimes they merely 


sink to the bottom. Presence of oll 
on the surface is a good indication, 
though not absolutely conclusive. It 
may be used for deception. One 
of the great difficulties we have had 
to deal with has been whales, who 
have absorbed an enormous amount 
of projectiles fired in the belief that 
they were German U-boata 
WON'T RISK FLEETS.

000,000 loan to Great Britain, it be- 
came known that Mr. Balfour and 
Secretary McAdoo had agreed on the 
general principles affecting such 
momentous subjects as shipping, 
banking, trade and exchange.

as yet no announcements have been 
made,

WELLINGTON KOO CALLS.

TODAY TO LAST 
UNTIL MONDAY. 


Leaders Plan Long Finale to 
Clean up Calendar. 
— 

San Francisco Normal Muddle 
is Deadlocked. 


House Passes Several Acts of 
First Importance. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, April 26.—San 
Francisco's controversy over the se- 
lection of a site’ for a proposed new 
Normal School was given its quietus 
in the Senate today when a resolu- 
tion by Crowley calling for the 
withdrawal of Assemblyman Marks’ 
exposition site bills from the Finance 
Committee was defeated, 21 to 12. 
The action means that the Marks 
measures, which represented the 
wishes of one faction in the dispute, 
will quietly die in committee and 
that similar action will be taken by 
the Assembly in relation to Senator 
Nealon’s bill which appropriated 
$300,000 for the construction of a 
new normal building on its present 
location. 

Shortly after the upper house had 
taken the step which appeared 
would clear the way for passage to- 
morrow of the * com promise 
bill which proposed —— 
$500,000 for a new Suite and 
leave the selection of a site in the 
hands of the board of control, the As- 
sembly Way and Means Committee 
hurriedly called a meeting and voted 
to table the.Kehoe bill. This ac- 
tion definitely preludes the passage 
of any of the three San Francisco 
Normal School bills because of ir- 
reconciliable differences of the 
parties to the controversy. 

PASS FEW BILLS. 


Discussion on the Crowley resolu- 
tion occupied nearly two hours of 
the Senate's time this afternoon, 
and as a result only a small inroad 


was made on the heavy calendar of Son 


bills. The conviction is growin 
among the Senate leaders that fin 
adjournment, scheduled for noon 
tomorrow, will not finally be taken 
until some time Monday. Efforts 
are being made, however, to avoid 
such a delay. It is regarded as cer- 
tain, however, that neither the Sen- 
ate nor Assembly will be in a posi- 
tion to adjourn tomorrow, The de- 
velopment of eleventh-hour contests 
over various bills is held responsible 
for the slow progress of the two 
houses, each of which still has about 
300 measures to dispose of. 

The Senate voted the adoption of 
a joint resolution by Sharkey of 
Martinez, extending an invitation to 
Arthur J. Balfour, British Foreign 
Secretary; Marshal Joffre, and Mar- 
quis Pierre de Chambrun of France 
to visit California and other west- 
ern States as representatives of 
America’s overseas Allies, Califor- 
nia’s Congressional delegation is 
urged to act in the interest of the 
invitation. 

Another resolution adopted by the 
Senate would place the Legislature 
on record as favoring the speedy 
constructign of the so-called east 
levee of the Butter Basin by-pass 
in Northern California, in order that 
the; final reclamation of an area of 
65,000 acres may be completed. Un- 
til the Sutter county farmers take 
steps to build their levee for protec- 
tion against the Sacramento River 
overfiow waters in thé Sutter Basin, 
the new reclamation district can- 
not proceed to close its own levees. 
A controversy between the Sutter 
farmers and interests representing the 
reclamation district has been in the 
legislative limelight since early in 
the session, and was inherited from 
two previous Legislatures. The Sut- 
ter farmers, ft is said, are not in 
favor of the location adopted by the 
State Reclamation Board for the 

east levee. 
FAVOR MRR ARMY PAY. 


A joint resolution memoralizing 
Congress to provide adequate com- 
pensation fof? the enlisted men of 
the army and navy was adopted by 
unanimous vote. The resolution was 
introduced in the Assembly by Pet- 
tis of Fort Bragg. 

Called up for reconsideration to- 
day by Senator Luce of San Diego, 
the Senate reversed its adverse ac- 
tion of Tuesday night and passed 
the Wishard eugenic marriage bill, 


22 to 16. Under the provisions of

medical certificates showing their 
freedom from leprosy or sexual dis- 


"The bill increasing the number of 
Alameda county's superior judges 
from six to eight was passed and 
sent to the Governor. 

A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, also by Satterwhite, exempt- 
ing the property of non-profit-mak- 
ing cemeteries from taxation was 
adopted. 

The Assembly disposed of two 
measures of general interest today 
and sent a third, the workmen's 
compensation bill, back to the Fen- 
ate for conference. Assemblyman 
Gebhart’s amendéd reclamation 
board bill, altered in the Senate to 
reduce the personnel of the State 
Reclamation Board from seven 
members to three, gained concur- 
rence in the lower house. Senator 
Chandler’s anti-trading Stamp bil 
was passed. Senator Luce's propos- 
al to include farm laborers under 
the workmen’s compensation act 
met with disfavor, and that feature 
of his bill was stricken out. 

Concurrence in Senate amend- 
ments to Assembly bills occupied 
the Assembly's attention most of the 
morning. This afternoon the lower 
house found time to pass Senator 
Johnson's motor vehicle bill. Chief 
among the new provisions it adds 
to the motor vehicle act were: A $2 
license tax upon trailers weighing 
over one ton, prohibition of the use 
of more than two trailers to a car: 
fixing the focal point of headlights 
at not more than forty-two inches 
above the road at a point seventy- 
five feet in front of the car; no lug- 
gage to extend more than eight 
inches beyond either running board; 
and no car or motorcycle to be 
parked within fifteen feet of a fire 
hydrant. 

The bill proposed by Senator 
Luce to broaden the scope of work- 
men’s compensation contained the 
following features:

ENIUS SAVES 
FAMOUS VESSEL. 


German Freighter Sesostris, 
Salvaged by Britisher, 
Nears San Diego. 


[DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ] 

SAN DIEGO, April 26.— 
The former German freighter 
Sesostris, which has been 
salvaged in the most marvel- 
ous manner, after lying um- 
bedded in sand for ten years 
on the coast of Ocos, Guate- 
mala, will enter the harbor of 
San Diego tomorrow after- 
noon under her own steam. 
The Sesostris was left at a 
point 483 miles south of Point 
Loma by the British salvage 
tug Nitinat, which was tow- 
ing it and which had to cut 
loose owing to lack of fuel. 
Word of the coming of the 
famous wrecked ship was 
brought here tonight by Capt. 
A. C. Cooper of the tug. 

The Sesostris was steaming 
at a speed of five knote when 
the Nitinat cut loose the tow- 
ing hawser and proceeded 
here. The salvaging of the 
Sesostris is one of the great- 
est feats in the world’s his- 
tory of salvaging and was due 
to the genius of Capt. F. C.

EXPLAINS DEFENSE AREAS. 


Daniels Tells Congressman Osborne 

Why Our Port is Exciuded. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 26.—at the request of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce and other interested citizens, 
Congressman H. Z. Osborne asked the 
Navy Department for information as 
to why Los Angeles Harbor was not 
included in the order of April 5, es- 
tablishing defense areas at various 
ports on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. 


Mr. Osborne today received the 
following explanation from Secre- 
tary Josephus Daniels of the Navy 
Department: 

“Defensive sea areas are estab- 
lished for the purpose of giving the 
local naval and military authorities 
complete control over the areas. The 
inevitable effect of the establish- 
ment of such ereas is to hamper 
more or less all water traffic in or 
near the area. The War and Navy 
departments avoid 
defensive sea areas unless the mili- 
tary situation demands such action, 
and I consider it undesirable to es- 
tablish such a defensive sea area 
near Angeles Harbor.”

But rational and legitimate recreation, so 
long as it supplements and does not precede 
the duties and hard work that now more 
than ever must chiefly occupy our atten- 
tion, will be helpful and beneficial in light- 
ening our labors. The more cheerfully we 
can tackle the tough problems ahead of us, 
the more likely we shall be to see them 
through to a sane and satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

We do not have to take our pleasures 
extravagantly or our duties gloomily just 
because the country is in a state of war 
with Germany. Our American optimism re 
quires no official statement because we must 
bring to bear all our mental, physical and 
material resources on grave matters of 
worldwide significance. Darkened streets, 
empty theaters, social restrictions, short en- 
tertainment and long faces are not part of 
the programme of national preparedness. 

In fact, we need just now to keep the 
lights brightly burning. Wholesome relaxa- 
tion at the proper time is the best cure for 
over-tense nerves. Song and music and so- 
cial hours keep up the flow of good spirits, 


and good spirits and indomitable checrful-. 


ness are the parents of success.

Who would be fool 
ish enough to say that because a fiendish 
German agent had succeeded in poisoning 
the minds of a band of ignorant people, 
therefore the officers of the law should have 
“peaceably” laid down their arms and al- 
lowed the mob to do its savage will with 
good and wise men whose only desire is to 
bring about world Peace? People enact laws 
in order to protect themselves against the 
ignorant and vicious elements of society. 
The aim of law is order, and order is neces- 
sary to peace. That force must sometimes 
be employed to preserve order is a brutal 
condition, the elimination of which can only 
be accomplished by the right kind of educa- 
tion for all who live under the law. But 
until all men shall have become truly free in 
motive, thought and action, force will con- 
tinue to be a necessary factor in the gov- 
ernment of the human race. 


BLOW TO FREEDOM. 

The American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, at its annual convention in New 
York, adopted a resolution denouncing the 
press censorship of the espionage bill. The 
consensus of opinion was that the proposed 
legislation strikes at the fundamental rights 
of the people, assailing free speech and 
tending to deprive the public of a means of 
forming intelligent opinion. The govern- 
ment's suggestion of voluntary censorship 
is carefully followed by the newspapers of 
America and that is all that should be re- 
quired in a country whose Constitution guar- 
antees to its citizens the freedom of speech 
and of the press. From intelligent Amer- 
icans the danger of treason is almost nil; 
but the danger from ignorance, in times of 
peace or war, is always to be reckoned with. 
More than any other single factor, the press 
of America is the guiding light to free- 
thinking, loyal citizens, and a blow to the 
free press would be a blow in the face of

It announced that 
only film made by its permission 
should be used in 
chines manufactured under 
cense. Such was the requirement, 
and that is the attempt to extend its 
patent monopoly to unpatented film, 
which the Supreme Court now holds 
illegal. 


The subtle extension of patent mo- 
nopolies as enforced by the courts 
began with a case in the Circuit 
Court in Michigan, wherein it was 
determined that the purchaser of a 
button-fastener machine might be 
compelled to purchase staples to be 
used therewith exclusively from the 
owner of the patent covering the 
machine 


The principle was extended until 
the Supreme Court ruled in the Dick 
case that a patented mimeograph 
might be used only by means of the 
employment of ink purchased from 
the owner of the patent. 

In a later case Chief Justice White 
violently combated the authority of 
that case, and assaulted its princi- 
ple, but found himself in a minority 


of the court. Now, in the present 


decision, the Chief Justice has car 
ried the court with Mm, and the 
ruling of the Dick case has been 
swept away with the force of all of 
the adjudications resting upon its 
authority. The Clayton Antitrust 
Act is given full effect by Judge 
Clark, who writes the opinion for 
the court. 

In the other case it 


appeared that . 
the Victor Talking Machine Com- 


pany formerly had undertaken to 
prevent dealers in its machines from 
selling also the phonographs of any 
other manufacture. An elaborate 
system of contracts and licenses to 
act as distributors, jobbers and deal- 
ers had been built up, but prohibi- 
tions against other phs 
withered upon, enactment of the 
Clayton anti-trust law. 

The decision now made in the Vie- 
tor Company case, establishing the 
freedom of dealing with personal 
property and destroying the price- 
fixing system, likewise overrules 
many previous decisions of the 
courts and releases Macy & Co. from 
the fetters of the injunction which 
had gone against them in the Court 
of Appeals. 

Under the Copyright Act, the fix- 
ing of resale prices had been de- 
clared illegal. The Supreme Court 
held that it would de intolerable to 
allow private and undisclosed re- 
strictions imposed through claims of 
copyright, to follow books into the 
channels of trade. 

In regard to patented articles, 
however, a different opinion har pre- 
vailed because of what seems to 
have been a failure properly to con- 
strue the patent law. . 

That law gives to a patentee an 
exclusive right to excinde others 
from “making, using and vending” a 
“machine process or a composition 
of matter.” 

Quite evidently the “make and 
vend” apply to “a machine or a com- 
position of matter” While the “use” 
applies to “a process.” Such plain 
reading was not in the least at va- 
riance with existing or subsequently 
enacted laws restraining monopolies, 
and indicates an intention on the 
part of Congress that patent and 
copyright monopolies should confer 
similar rights as to things enjoyed 
by physical production, while a proc- 
ess” able only through “use 
should protected under the pat- 
ent law in that use and enjoyment. 

After all, the patent and copyright 
monopolies are substantially similar 
as now has been definitely decided 
by the Supreme Court.

SUFFERS LOSS. 


BUSINESS SUPERINTENDENT OF 
CITY’S SOHOOLS DIES. 


After an illness of less than a 
week, A. M. Jennings, business su- 
perintendent for the Board of Edu- 
cation, died at his home, No. 43 
Dorothy avenue, Venice, early yes- 
terday afternoon. Anaemia is given 
as the cause of death. Mr. Jen- 


nings had suffered a severe nervous he 


breakdown, due largely, it is said, 
to the close application he devoted 
to his duties, 

Mr. Jennings was appointed busi- 
ness superintendent of the Board of 
Education in March of last year, 
succeeding A. H. Daum, who held 
the position of building superin- 
tendent. The latter's duties were 
only part of the more compre- 
hensive system assigned Mr. Jen- 
nings. 

In railroad construction circles of 
the East Mr. Jennings was very well 
known. For many years he was a 
railroad contractor, and practically 
had charge of the elevation of the 
Erie Railroad's tracks through Jer- 
sey City, a job requiring two years. 
He also did considerable work of 
magnitude for the New York Cen- 
tral lines. Nearly twenty years ago 
Mr. Jennings came to Los Angeles 
as one of the bidders on the San 
Pedro breakwater improvement. He 
was 56 years old and a high Mason. 

The family includes the widow, 
three daughters, Mrs. Robert Nim- 
mo, Mrs. Paul White and Miss Ger- 
aldine Jennings, two sons, Alvin M. 
and Carl Jennings, and a niece, Mrs. 
William E. Record, whose husband 
was associated with Mr. Jennings in 
his school work. Funeral services 
will be held at the Los Angeles 
Crematory, Rosedale, at 2 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Resolutions of condolence were 
passed last evening by the Board of 
Education and sent to the family. 
“Mr. Jennings was a wonderful 
man,” said President Bordwell. “He 
saved to the board his salary sev- 
eral times over each year by his 
remarkable co-ordinating ability.
